The most important events numismatically in this Country were 
fe the sales of the Gehring and Jenks Collections. The forte: obilertios 
L was dispersed in August, and draw a good -sizei crowd, ani a splendid 
demand for rare United States gold coins wes evidenced. The Jenks 
Sale also contained many rare and interesteing specimens and fine prices 
were hai for many choice American goli and silver Coins, private gold 
and other piedegs.. Collectors of American coins have show no signs of 
‘ losing interest in this special line. 
| Important among the new recent coin issues are the Missouri 
Centennial Half Dollar, of which several die variations have been notic- 
ed; the Alabama Half Dollar, andi lastly the can Peace Dollar, which has 
ck only recently been issued, ani about 800,000 issuei for the year. 
An official of the Unitei States Sub-Treasury in Wall Street ,this 


city told the Chairman that he hai given out just 110,000 of the new 


coins, to just about 110,000 different persons; so the new coin will 


run no danger of becoming very rare or hari to obtain, although a small 
premium may be commanded for the issve of 1921. The same official in- 


formed Mr.Elder that this coin would be struck in lieu of the staniard 
; dollar in the year 1922 ani a large issue mintei at all the mints.

Recently I have been considering several plans for increas- 
ing the interest in this country in Numismatics and in coin-collecting. 
After considerable thought, I think I have originated some ideas of vale: = 
and which are workable, so practicable, to my mind that they are of the 
greatest importance to our Numismatic advancement. At the present time 
the country is suffering from stagnation in numismatics,and the best ef- 
forts have not been made to help collecting, at least they have not 
brought’ about satisfactory results. We need augmented numbers to meet 
the loss of collectors by death and other ways. One of these plans I have 
put before three members of the Executive Committee of the N.Y.Numismat- | 
ic Club,and I have their depo evcl Riva nenbers are AR.Frey,the Prest., 
Elliott Smith,and G.H.Blake,all of wiom think the plan workable.I am aske @ 
to attend their next ixecutive Committee when they will listen to me in 
detail as to the matter. In the working out of the scheme the American 
Numismatic Society will be asked for some sort of Cooperation. 

The second scheme of mine is one which covferns adult collectors 
(while the first has to do with the boys), and particularly with the 
faculties and students of colleges and Universities in America. I would 
be Willing to endeavor to furnish the basis or groundwork for this plan 
also. It includes a numismatic propaganda which is to be placed before the 
president of every college and university in America, and before most of 
the professors of art and history of those colleges.

I mean in brief to put forward in an interesting 
way some of the advantages of coin collecting, mentioning a few examples 
where important coins commemorate very important events in history or 
art; the cost of starting collections; the advantages from even a specule- 
ative standpoint; the prominence given the subject in art circles in 
Europe; the lack of interest in Amprics comparatively.- and so on. 
Please read this to your Executive Committee or council and see if they 
in this way 

are interested in doing something worth while to advance the interest in 
Coin collecting,and something which might make several hundred new colle 
ectors. 

I have thought very seriously of writing & ‘pampitiet, critical as well as 
educational, to be sent to colleges , re Numismatics , eritiizing the 
neglect of Numismatics by our colleges and making a comparison between 


European and American Universities as to their attitude on the subject.

I wonder, has the American Numismatic Society ever consider- 


ed the need of some sort of a printed pamphlet, containing some vertine

ent and readable numismatic propaganda, to be kept on hand at the build- 
ing and handed to each visitor to the Society's rooms? If this pamphlet 
was made attractive enough it seems to me we could get a good many people 
interested in coin collectings I am willing to sketch such a pamphlet, 
in fact I already have it roughly sketched out. Some mention should be 
made of the ease and cheapness with which @ Collection may be commenced. 
People call there and look at the coins in expensive cases sheltered 
from the touch of careless hands and of course deduct that those coins 
are all so valuable that it would be futile for them to attempt to make 
@ collection of coins. Whoever up there posts them as to the moderate 
cost of a small collection of coins? I do not think we should be simply 
satisfied ts have people call there, look at the coins and sign their 
names to the register and go away never to return. Something ought to be 
done.to add to the ranks of the collectors, which are constantly thinned 
out by death and other causes. I sometimes doubt if there are as many coif¥ 
collectors in the country now as there were twenty years ago. Certainly 
there are not nearly as many of prominence as there were at that time. 
These facts call for serious thought and attention. Propaganda for 
Numismatics should be done and we should get about it without loss of 
time. Also something should be done I think to dispose of that coll- 
ection of Lincoln plaques which is up there and a large number of
